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REMARKS 

Claims 1-30 are pending in the application, with Claims 16-30 withdrawn from further 
consideration. 

Election is required under 35 USC 121 between the compounds recited in Claims 11-15, 
which all depend directly from Claim 10. The Examiner further requires election of a specific 
group for each variable on the compound elected. 

Applicant hereby elects the compound recited in Claim 1 1 (rotor/stator configuration), 
wherein the following variables are elected: 

A" (Acceptor group): nitro (-N0 2 ); 
D + (Donor group): amines (e.g., -NH 2 ); 

Con t and Con 2 (connecting units to another molecule or substrate): 
attaching unit: heteroatom (e.g., S), 

photosensitive group: photosensitive ether (e.g., a-carboxy-2-nitro- 
benzyl thio ether (includes attaching group of S)); 

Xi, X 2 , X 3 (tuning units): heteroatom (e.g., N, to form triazine ring); 
Gi and G 2 (bridging groups): 

Gi: heteroatom (e.g., N), 

G 2 : functional group with heteroatom (e.g., NH); 
Q (connecting unit between two phenyl rings): hydrocarbon (e.g., -C(CH 3 ) 2 -). 

Applicants note that Claims 11-15 recite examples of the various configurations recited 
in Claim 10. As the Examiner observes, Claim 10 is generic. 

The Examiner also requires a listing of all claims readable on the elected species. In re- 
sponse thereto, Claims 1-1 1 are readable on the elected species. 

Applicants understand that upon an allowance of a generic claim, they will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species that are written in dependent form or otherwise in- 
clude all the limitations of an allowed generic claim (37 CFR 1.141). 

The application is considered to be in condition for allowance. The Examiner is respect- 
fully requested to take such action.
